'Our county has 347,669 acres of

land. On the farms of the county
are less than 20,000 people, counting
men, women and children. There
thould be at least twice that num-
ber, and even thyee times that num-
ber would not seriously erowd us.

We crow a great deal about our
growth and we point with pride to
the fact that Davidson county gain-
ed in population 6,00,1 between 1900
and 1910. Did you ever stop to
think where the gain was? It was
in Thomasville and Lexington. The
country population of Davidson in
1900 was 21,208. The country pop-
ulation of Davidson in 1910 wes
20,914. This is a clear loss of 294
for the county outside of the towns.

Lexington township, outside of
Lexington, lost 230.

BHﬂMlES IH PUBLIC SCHOOL LAWS.

New Plan for ummlnling Commitieemen
and Elecling Teachers.

| Hereafter the county board of
education is required to appoint the
sechool committeemen for each dis-
trich as follows: One for a term of
three years, one for a term of two
yvears, and one for a term of one
year, and their suceessors each
for a- term of three years. This
method is similar to the plan now
in effect with respect to the appoint-
ment of county boards of edueation,
except that the members of the
county boards are appointed for
longer terms. This plan makes the
term of only one member expire
each year, thus leaving two experi-
enced members holding over each
year.

Section 4161 has been so amended
as to require the applications for a
position to teach in a county to be
filed with the county superintendent
of public instruection, and it further
requires the county board of educa-
tion to fix a day in each township
for the election of teachers, at which
time the committeemen of the vari-
ous distriets are to meet with the
superintendent for the purpose of
electing teachers for all the schools
of the township.

Section 4164 has been so amended
as to authorize eounty boards of ed-
ucation to provide for the payment
of teachers’ salaries promptly at the
end of each month, This provision
will prove a great convenience to
the teachers in the rural schools,
many of whom frequently have to
wait for their salariesseveral months
until taxes ecan be collected. This
chanee simply means that the coun-
ty boards of edacation are author-
ized to borrow money when neces-
